is raipdly approaching a. great crisis. 
The uprising in Sze Chuen province Is 
expected to extend to other neighbor- 
Ing provinces and especially to thc 
southward where the Mongolian ele- 
ment has for many years been opposed 
to 
the. reighing 
Manchu 
dynasty. 


Evidently prepared 
for trouble, 
the 


Chinese government has been quick to 
dispatch troops 
Into the 
disaffected 


district and to deal with the situation 
with a strong hand. H Is believed here 
thc government will be able to sup- 
press the present disturbance, though 
thc unforsoen disastrous Hooding of 
the Yany Tse valley is expected to 
drive thousands 
of thc unfortunates 


whose means of support have been de- 
stroyed Into the ranks of thc revolu- 
tionists. 


But It is believed that this upris- 


ing is only thc percurso,r of other out- 
breaks in different parts of the flow- 
ery kingdom, for tho fact is that the 
struggle now going on Is really a gi- 
gantic test of the relative strength und 
power of the central government as 
opposed to the provincial governments; 
In other words the situation resembles 
the groat feudal wars of Europe In the 
middle ages. .Tapan also had to pass 
through the same ordeal before the 
emperor was able to break thc power 
of his mutinous barons and it is be- 
lieved that thc Chinese 
government 


will now be put to thc same test. 
While the sympathy of Occidental na- 
tions must remain with the Chinese 
central government, there can be no 
interference 
in this great 
internal 


strife and the activities of other na- 
tions, at least for the present, must be 
confined to the protection of their own 
citizen residents In China.

COLD AIR IN THE HOSPITALS. 


If Artificially 
Provided 
M«ny Curet 


Would Result, It 
Im D«cl»rad. 


(American Medicine.) 
', 


It IB atrmztng that the medical pro- 


f«i«ion has made so little therapeutic 
use of cold-producing machinery, as 
It !• many years since it was discov- 
ered that there was some mysterious 
therapeutic virtue in the breathing of 
cold air. Consumptives, for instance, 
were found to improve in wlnter,_ but 
not In summer, and they made extra- 
ordinary progress 
toward 
recovery 


where the temperature was far below 
zero F.. while In-hot climates the rapid 
mortality is dreadful. • 


Then c»me the startling discovery 


that In many respiratory diseases, par- 
ticularly the pneumonias of children, 
cold air was almost a specific even 
•when both lungs were, greatly involvAl 


and death was certain if the patient 
was kept Indoors in a warm room. 


In the winter we rig up rooms on 


the roof or ,veranda for the benefit of 
the cold, but in summer we hold up 
our hands helplessly and let the sick 
die instead of creating the cold air 
they need. We give them cold storage 
in the morgue after they are dead In- 
stead of keeping them alive by it. 


There is no earthly reason for this 


helplessness, when it is such a sim- 
ple matter to cool the air of hospitals. 
All that is needed is a steam coil or 
radiator In which cold brine circulates 
instead of hot water. Instead of radi- 
ating heat it is an obsorber, and the 
air forced around the. pipes may be 
cooled to any rcciuircd degree. 


Calculations show that what is de- 


scribed in the trade as "one kilowatt 
ammonia compression set" is sufficient 
to reduce the temperature of all the 
air needed to ventilate a twelve-bed 


ward from 35 degrees to 88 degrees. 
This equipment can be installed on a 
base ten feet square. 
The pumps and 


fans beinir run by electricity there is 
no engine to bother with, and the am- 
monia which, may leak out will 'not 
annoy if the apparatus is in the base- 
ment. 


The air is damp when it leaves the 


colls, but it warms up en route to the 
room or can be warmed so as to be 
delivered dry. The colls, of course, 
drip moisture deposited from the air 
as it is cooled and cannot he put In 
the living room. 
The air should be 


delivered near the floor and the escape 
valves put at the 
ceilins 
for 
the 


warmed impure air. 


The details can be worked out by 


any engineer or architect wbo knows 
how and very short experience 
will 


show how to keep the room at any re- 
quired degree. We can defy the death- 
dealing liot season particularly in the.
